IIo then on- 
tortnl into ii history of the iircciiiption of 
ll»e piece of ground at Deep Bay, :uid 
Htiiil that ho had fultilledallthorequirenienta 
of the law and in duo time obtained :i 
CriiH ii grant. Tho Attorney General «a.s 
t '. G. of L. it W. at tho time and 
Khmtly after he preempted tho section a 
iimii apjieared to claim tho land. Being 
itif' '.-nied that it was already preempted 
he went his way. He(MrA.)wnsinimediatoly 
attacked in one of tho papers in a series 
«f vigorous artidos • about tho matter. 
Thi.s was all fair play and he thought 
nutliiiii,' of it. Mr. Gordon when a mom- 
1..-. .)( the Honne r.lso attacked him and 
til ihi.s he replied. The party iniinedi- 
atuly eoncorned wrote to him stating that 
hu had no right whatever to the hind in 
(piestion and that he had nothing to do 
uiih articles which appoarad in the pub- 
lie paper. Ho would treat tho slander 
that liad been uttered by the Attorney 
General with tho contempt it deserved. 
• Air. Walkem said tho lion, gentleman 
was entirely out of order. Ho did not 
insinuate anything ogamat hiin. There 
was nothing wrong in tho matter or he 
would not havo got liis Crown grant. Ho 
only retorted fairly on tho lion, momher 
fur saying that ho (the Attcrnoy General) 
had to "eat dirt." Ho had nothing to 
H.iy respecting tho Deep Bay transaotion; 
8(1 far as he knuw it was quite regular. 

Mr. Ash said that according to tho rules 
of tho House he was obliged to listen to 
tho slanders of tlio Attorney General, but 
that ho would pot do so without retorting 
and defending himself. 

Mr. Smitlio believed that whatever tho 
Attorney General might have said at tho 
time ho had now put' . himself right and 
the matter had bettor bd'droppcd. 

Mr. Mara thought the first expression 
regarding Deep Bay was insulting. But 
that afterwards lio considered tho At- 
torney General was not so much to blamo 
and tiiat ho had so informed tho hon. 
member for Comox. 

C0U3£IT7SB OF SVTVm. 

Construction of Cook street from city 
boundary to tlic sea,-?750. 

Mr. Ash onquiretl why tliis item was 
not put down to Victoria district. Ho 
would move that it bo struck out. 

Mr. Wilson thouglit it would not bo for 
the convenience of the town people and 
he did not think the item should bo vot- 
ed. It would only bo a good thing - for 
tho Douglas property. If a road was to 
bo made to Beacon Hill it would bo much 
better to run one through from Cluiroh 
Hill. 

Mr. Mara was of opinion that the item 
should bo struck off and tho sum e.^pund- 
ed elsewhere. 

Mr. Beaven stated that tho city in- 
tended opening Cook street to tho city 
boundary and the sum was to continue 
tho street to tho sea from tho boundary 
line. 

Mr. Wihon considered that it would bo 
better to open up Dougla-s street through. 

Mr. Vernon did not think it right to 
concentrate wh.-vt little money there was 
for public works in or about Victoria 
while necessary roads and repairs were 
wanted all througli the interior. 

Mr. Gowau also thought tho item should 
be struck out. Ho complained of tho 
want of roads and trails in his fiwn dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Ferguson considered it necessary 
that roads should be made where there 
wore none. The item should certainly be 
struck out. 

Mr. Williams thought "hon. members 



wore a network of roads. Ifo was very 
sorry to s.aj- New Westminster district 
was not a netirork of roads and tlio set- 
tlers were much inconvoniunced iu con- 
sequence. 

Mr. Druinmohd thought tho'itoiiiaHould 

be passed. ' ' ' 

Mr. Wilson was of opinion that tho 
city of Victoria had not been overgonor- 
ously treated, yot ho did not know who 
wanted tho road in (|uostion. He had 
not boon spoken to about it. It woidd 
bo better spout on Beacon Hill park. A 
direct road to that park would bo bene- 
ficial. 

Mr. W. Brown did not think this was 
tho jjropor time to vote an item of this 
sort. Every oll'orr, ought to bo inado to 
open up the interior so as to onablo aot- 
tlers to got their produce to tho railro.-id. 

Amendment for striking out tho item 
was carried. 

Item for the improvement of Beacon 
Hill park, §250, passed. 

Coldstream, Leech and San Juan trails, 
81000. 

Hon. Mi: Walkcm advocated tho pass- 
ing of th'j item. 

Mr. Smitlio had uothing to say against 
this item, but he thought it would bo ad- 
visablo-to connect this trail w}ththoCow- 
iehan road. Tho distance is short and a 
lino section of country would thus bo 
opened, up both agricultural and niiu- 
enil. Seorc-i of pci-.soii.'i in Victoria had 
asked him to urge upon the government 
tho necessity of completing tho section of 
road between Goldstream and Cowiclian 
showing that it was not only for the bene- 
fit of Cowiclian people that tho road was 
required. Ho had again and again inado 
tho strongest representations to the gov- 
orniuent in favor of tliis road and ho was 
very sorry indeed to find they coutinued 
to ignore tho wants of the east coast of 
tho island. The wngon vo&d should be 
put through. Ten miles of road to con- 
nect existing roads would complete coni- 
munication between A'ictoria and Na- 
naiiuo. Of course tliu usual anoyiL-l ii.i.i 
given to the request that it be made— no 
money. It cannot, however, (said Jlr. 
Sinitlio)bo averred tiiat there is not money 
enough to make a trail through from 
tho Leoch river trail to Cowiclian wagon 
road, so that persona could travel through 
to prospectan importantsoction ofcountry, 
and this ought at any rate to bo done. 

Mr. Holgeaon coincided in tho remarks 
of tho senior monibor for Cowichan. 

Item passed. 

Wharf at termination of trunk road i\x, 
New Westminster, §1,200. 
Mr. Walkom spoko of tho necessity of 

this piece of work. 
Item pa.ssed. 

In aid of establishing a furry at Savona, 
§500. 

Mr. Mara urged upon tlio govornment 
tho necessity of building a bridge at Sa- 
vona. 

Mr. Bennett considered that a bridge 
was now an ab.soluto r.cces:iity at tliat 
point. ' A toll bridge even would be better 
than no bridge at all. Ho hoped that if 
an application to build a toll bridge 
wore otToicd the government would con- 
aider it favorably. 

Mr. W. Brown wanted to know why tlio 
Lillooot ferry had not been provided for. 

Mr. Walkem replied that the matter re- 
ferred to by tho niember for Lillooet 
should receive consideration. 

Item passed. Also, Victoria district, 
§2500 and Eaquinialt §2500. 
Oowichan district, 91000. 
Mr. Smitho spoke of the extent and 
importance of this district and tho inad- 
equacy of tho amount put down. Ho said 
nothing against the items for Victoria and 
Esquimalt districts, because he was aware 
they were small enough for their wants, 
but he must say his district was larger 
than the two together and did not get so 
much as either by §000. He spoke of tho 
want of a wharf at Mayno Island and 
tho nores.sity of extending tho wharves 
along the coast into deeper water to ac- 
conunndato tho stoaiwir Wilson G. Hunt, 
wJiich ho was informed could notgoalong- 
sido the present wharves. Ho also spoke 
of tho necessity of a bridge across the 
Cowichan river to open up a new section 
of country for settlement as well as for 
tho accommodation of existing sottlo- 
meiits. 
Item passed. 
Nanaimo district, §2500. 
Mr. Abraius was content with the sum 
put down as it was as much as could bo 
expected. He would ask the cliiof com- 
missionor of lands and works whether nr 
not the bridge across Nanaimo river was 
not in a dangerous condition. 

Mr. Walktm replied that the bridge 
had been reported to bo in no immediate 
danger. 

Item passed. 
Comox district, §1000. 
Mr. Ash ho[)ed that notwitliataiuling 




tho rest of tho province. The small sum 
put down, foi" Vancouver Island seemed 
ti) be wanted by the interior members. 
"They might as well take tho whole. 

Mr. Boavon explained that tho beau- 
tiful road."! about Victoria wore made by 
the people themselves when tho Island 
was a Crown Colony. The roads in the 
interior woro built with borrowed money 
on which tho people of Vancouver Island 
still paid interest. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl could point out some 
places in Victoria district where the 
money could be advantageously spout. 
He knew of a locality not 10 miles fn .m 
Victoria whoro some 10 or 12 settlers had 
not even ii trail. He fouild that Victoria 
district had less than aiiy other com- 
pared with what it contributed to the rev- 
enue. Ho hoped tho itoin would be 
struck out and added on to the district 
appropriation. 

Mr. Ash would like to havo Cook street 
but ho saw that this item and 



if larger appropri.'Uioiis had been made it 
would have been much further advanced. 
Provision should certainly be.mado in the 
supplementary estimates for a wharf for 
Deninan Island, as it was impoisible for 
tho steamers to make a landing there in 
stormy weather. 
Item passed. 

Grand trunk road, §1000. 

Mr. Mara thought that the Nicola and 
Okaiiagan roads ought to como under 
tho grant for the trunk road. This was 
only a fair proposition. 

Mr. MgGillivray wished to know whe- 
ther the government intended to do any- 
thing on the road from Hope to New 
Westminster. A small sum in- the sup- 
plementary estimates would repair the 
road sulhcientiy to make itpaaaabloin tho 
winter mouths. ' 

Item passed. 

New Westminstordistrict, §2,500. Pass- 
ed. 

Yalo district, §2,500. . 
Mr. Vernon contended that the sum 

tho roads 



circulated by tho government agent in tho 
district. He spoko of tlio impossibility of 
settlors getting their produce to niai-kct if 
the grant were not increased. 

Air. Bpavcn repudiated tho idea that be- 
cause the Yale members wbro.in' opposi- 
tiim tho 'griint was not larger. Ho was at 
a loss for aoino time to ascertain what tho 
hon. gontlemon woro alluding to. He 
supposed that roforenco was inado to Mr. 
Lambly ; but ho knew notiiing about t!io 
matter. There was aoiiiu mistako somo- 
wlioro as ho know nothing about tho roads. 

Air. Mara was glad that the hon. gen- 
tleman had denied the statement. 

Mr. Boiuu'tt was also glad that tho 
stateinont had been denied ; but it had 
novertliuloss been industriously circulated' 
throughout Valo district could easily havo 
had -^1000 or §5000 if it had been asked 
for. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Beaven— No/Ono in the Houao will 
believe that. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Bennett sjioko of tho larger extent 
of tho district and the benefit tliat Vic- 
toria and tho whole province derived from 
thu cattle that woro driven over tho roads 
and trails. 

Item passed. 

Lillooet district, §2,500. 

Mr. Saul spoke of tho groat adv.nn- 
tage of making a road thrsugli tho Marblo 
Cafiiiii as it was .i natural pass and would 
avoid I'aviliou Mountain. The apjiro- 
[.riation v.'aa inadequate for keeping the 
roads in repair and hu Iioped that 
his remarks would rocoivo consideration 
and that in the supplementary estimates 
tho amount would be increased. 

House adjourned till 2:30 p.m.

— May I ask for a 
small space in your columns to express 
a growing uneasineHs in the public 
mind, protluced by tho neglect to hold

oner, ami ho is bound by his oath, to 
do over}'Lhing appertaining to his of- 
fice for the good of the inhabitants of 
the district for which he acts, but a la.x 
performance of his dut}', a.s regards in- 
quest:!, appears to bo tho rule, not only 
in the district of Victoria, but through 
out the province. Persons have died 
suddenly in houses and dead bodies 
have been found out of doors without 
any ollicial ]iublic inquiry having been 
rnadti concerning tho manner of their 
dcatli.s. .Soiiui of these persons ina)' 
have died natural deaths ; but, others 
may havo committed suicide or been 
murdered. The practice, now grow- 
ing, of being satisfied with a mere mor- 
al presumption as to the cause of death 
instead of an official verdict removes 
one of tho securities against attacks 
on life, and is a matter for grave con- 
corn to the community. An apprecia- 
tirin of the sacredness of human lifo is, 
perhaps, one of the most marked char- 
acteristics of a civilised as comjiarod 
with a barbaric condition of society. 
The Tliiifs, in England, with a thous- 
and claims every inoniiug on its attcii 
lion, devotes half a column to the re- 
port of an inquest upon the body of a 
poor child found dead among four rail- 
lions of people. We huddle into 
llio grave iicre, on a hasty pojiular ])re- 
.suinpliou of accident or suicide, men 
and women who, for aught we know, 
mav have boon niurdored. The true 
cause of death should, in every case, be 
ascertained by the formal inquiry 
which it is the duty of the coroner to 
make. No consitleration of economy 
or complaisance should be jiermittod to 
interfere with this iuqicrativo duty. 
The Rcotcli mode of iii-slitu ting an in- 
quiry at the discretion of the procura- 
tor fiscal, or tho Connecticut plan of 
assigning the duty to a justice of the 
peace or constable does not exist here, 
nor is it ilesirablo to introduce either 
of these inode.s. "(lo thou and seek 
the coroner and let liim sit o' my case 
. . . .go look after him."

Lottie Merrill 18 years of ago, was 
a young huntress, who, alone and aided 
only by her riile, gained her living in 
one of the wilds of Pennsylvania. She 
shot birds, deer, and bear and any kind 
of game that ])rescnted itself, and in 
January la.st, on a single occasion, laid 
low two black bears. Wo now have a 
fearful tale of the fate of Jliss Merrill 
in Wayne County, Peniifcylvania, from 
the Port Jervis Union : 

According to this account she met a 
most tragic death on the 8th of Feb- 
ruary, beini; attacked in her but by si.x 
bears, killed ami eaten by tlicin, and 
her body burned wiili the carcasses of 
some of tbeni in the cabin. A jiarty of 
liuntei's, it is said, at the close of that 
day found her cabin still burning, and 
the ])roofs of the horrible death she 
had died. It appears that she hatl been 
luintiug that day, and had killed ti line 
l)uck lieer, which, after removing tho 
entrails, she had dragged home on the 
snow. Six hungry bears, drawn by 
the smell of blood, had followed tho 
trail to her hut, and after devouring 
tho carcass of the tleer attacked the 
huntress, killing her and lievouring 
her boily. The girl had evidt'ittly made 
an heroic defonso. An examination of the 
carcasses of the si.x; bears in the cabin 
showed that she must have killed two 
of thoiu before being overpowered. The 
ctircass of one bear had fallen against 
the closed door and imprisoned tliem 
all within the cabin, which took fire 
and burned the others to death, In 
the cabin was found one of tho hun- 
tress' heavy boots with the foot stiil in 
it, a bent hunting knifo near the bones, 
and the antlers of the deer she h.ad 
brought home, which with the carcass- 
es of the bears furnished a complote 
key to the mystery. lior funeral took 
place on "Wednesday tho 9tli.

Tl.o n inains 
were buried near her burned cabin, 
and over her grave was placed a jiair 
of antlers and a hemlook slab with 
this rude epitaph : 

Lottio Merrill lays hear fiho dident 
kriow wo|i it wiiz to be afeered but she 
has iieS her fdst tussel with tho bars 
and thay ve scooped her she was a good 
girl and sho is now in heaven. It took 
six bars to got -away with her. She 
was Only 18 years old. . '

Tho corre.spoudenco in tlici matter of 
the Island railway is publislieil this 
morning. Tho space ac oiir command 
is so circumscribed that it is impossi- 
ble tojgive the subject tho titteution its 
iinp'ortahce demands, but all will see 
at a glance that the situation is unsat- 
isfaetori'. Mr. DeCosmos, special 
ap;ent at Ottawa, was thu central tis;ure 
in the negotiatioua which were attempt- 
ed to bo opened with tho Canadian 
ministers. In the early part of tho 
correspondence ho would appear to 
have mot with sonie success, having 
received assurances from the minister 
of railways tiiat ho was individually 
in favor of tho Island railway; anil 
that the govornraent wished the Syn- 
dicate to build the road. Sir. DeUoh- 
Mos added, "Success I beliovo to bo 
certain." Tins was on tho ITlli De- 
cember. Since that dato there have 
been vaguo ministerial assurance. i, but 
nothing more; and this government, in 
despair, appeals to the House. The 
conviction forces itself upon tbo mind 
that tho Island railway is shelved for 
this session at least. Tho correspon- 
dence is hrief, sonunvliat indi;linito and 
frag nentary, in consoquoiu''i of a part 
of the information in the hands of the 
government being of a contidential 
nature. No one will complain because 
that part has been withheld. Al- 
though Mr. DeCossios has failed, wc 
do not question his earnestness. It 
may yet be .soon that throughout 
tho aflair ho has been the only 
thoroughly earnest party to tho contro- 
versy — not excepting the members of 
the local ministr}', whom wo more than 
suspect of half-heartodness anil insin- 
cerity. To-day the House will bo ask- 
ed to authorize the appointment of iSlr. 
DeCosmos as a delegate to England to 
lay a petition before Her Majesty. It 
may not prove successful. Perhaps tho 
answer to the petition is already prepar- 
ed. But it is the last resort. Should that 
fail — wiiutf Thu guvi-i luiH-iiL iuUat 
state tho alternative to-dav. 



Johnny Skao's Big: Ohauco. 

A little more than two years since 
Johnny Skao, whom everybody knows, 
would visit (JiU-son several times a 
month, and as he passed down the 
street from the railroad depot, with an 
independent swagger, and a more inde- 
pendent look in bis eye, men would en- 
viously gaze at him and e.Npross their 
convictions that he would soon outstrij) 
any single member of tho Bonanza 
firm in the possession of tnillions. This 
was when the Sierra Nevada and Union 
were selling at from §250 to $300 per 
share, and Skae was supposed to bold 
50,000 shares of the stock of those two 
mines. At that period ho would iiave 
had no difficulty in realizing 810,000,- 
000 in cool gold coin for his stocks ; 
but no, he was ambitious, and desired 
no longer to play second fiddle even to 
such a colossal dnaucial power as the 
Bonanza firni. He fancied that the 
prospective dividends of the Sierra 
Nevada and Union Consolidated mines 
would bo greater by tenfold than those 
paid by tho California and Consoli- 
dated Virginia mmes. Johnny was 
over sanguine ; he imagined himself a 
100 millionaire, 'whose millions "were 
safely deposited in the bowels of the 
earth. Of that he felt certain. 

In tho meautimo lie fntertaincd his 
friends in regal stylo. He invited tliem 
from San Francisco to participate in 
prinnely fish and champagne banquets, 
which were spread near tho reservoir 
of tho Virginia and Gold Hill Water 
Works, from which the luscious trout 
were taken and in various other ways 
extended his hospitality to friends in 
such a manner that they privately call- 
ed him 'Prince John.' In the midst 
of this, however, he did one prudent 
thing, and that was in settling $250,- 
000 in bonds upon his wife. Believing 
that tho stock of tlie mines of which ho 
was such a heavy holilor was sure to 
reach at least §1000 per sharo, he hy- 
pothecated to the Nevada Bank, and 
purchased several thousand shares on a 
margin. Soon thereafter the market 
crashed, and it was not long before his 
stocks were quotod a"- S50 and §00 ))er 
sharp. Of courso that nearly ruined 
Skae ; but being a man of nerve and 
desirous of retrieving his lost oppor- 
tunity, ho kept on dabbling in stocks 
which at onetime would have placed 
him in an enviable independent posi- 
tion, until he lost all that ho had saved 
from the first blow , and it is even said 
that tho §250,000 which he settled upon 
bis wife went the; way of the rest. 
Now Johnny Skao' is in Arizona, in 
place .of living in lu.xury anrl sujioi-Ia- 
tive elegance, seokin;;,' a bonanza, which 
he i)robably will never find. It is only 
once in a lifetimo that one man in a 
million is sb enchautingly smiled upon 
by fortune as Johnny Skae was two 
and a half years ago.

Killoi by Ligfhtniaar. 

An English ])aper of a recent date 
states that terrible experience, almost 
uni.pii' in military circles, is rccordeil 
by a correspondent at tho Capo of 
Good Hope in connection with tho 
nuirch of tho Diamond Field Horso to 
the scono of 0[)erations in Basutoland 
towards tho end of last year. Tho 
men had outs])aniied for breakfast, 
when a heavy thunderstorm suddenly 
burst over them, so severe in its effects 
that thoy were forced to abandon tho 
attempt to procure a meal, and re- 
mounted in the hope of riding out of 
the storm. Towards thrco in tho after- 
noon, however, it broko upon them 
with increased violence, tho rain fall- 
ing apparently in Ghcctu. and the llaiih- 
OS of lightning appearing continuous. 
.-\t last a Hash struck the troop, fling- 
ing seventeen horses with their riders 
to the ground, and killing ten men 
and five horses on tho spot. Thoso 
who wero not killed were seriously in- 
jured, and it was long before aniiuation 
could bo restored in tho case of seven 
of the men. The bits and stirrup irons 
of tho whole number svere blackened, 
and many of them per.sonally injured, 
had their clothing rent by the force of 
the electric discharge.

Fhiday, IMarcli l.'^. 

U.-iribno District, §3000. 

.Mr. Ferguson chow attention to tho 
siiinlhiess of this item. The was no ap- 
[iropriiition for tho Stanloj' road, and 
there had boon no attempt niado to open 
rntirls which would oncomago prospecting 
iiiul securo tho opening of new gold fields. 
The con.sequonce was tiiat when the (ioids 
iirsl discovered were wuriveti otit no one 
eiiuld look for now onoa bccauso tho 
ciiiintiy was inaccessible. A road be- 
tween Bnrkervilles and Stanley would 
open out a no ,v mining district and al- 
thiiiigh tho settlers had asked many years 
forjt their rccpiost had never been com- 
plied with. It was impoMsible to move 
large uiaclunery for want of roads through 
the district. Many industries were retard- 
ed by this niggardliness and tho country's 
griiwth was stiin'tod. ' 

Tho item passed.

It will bo n subject fur 
consideration with tho government and 
tho resident engineer as to whotlier now 
tenders will be asked or not. 

Resident Enginecr'.s salary, i?2,l87. 
jiasscd. 

Inspector of concretes, i'lifSO per month, 
1 year, §1080. 

Mr. Wilson said that the resident engi- 
neer had had a pretty easy tinio of it and 
his duties did not require him at the dock 
nioro than 2 or 3 hours a day. Wliy 
should he not look after tho concretes ? 
Me asked tlic Ciuvenniieiit if they iiitond- 
od to substitute the splendid granite for 
the sandstone and brick in the spocilica- 
tions? Granite was far superior to sand- 
stone and if the former could bo substi- 
tuted for the latter and the cost kept 
within tho sum projiosod to be \in\d by 
Imperial and tJaniuliaii governments to- 
wards tho dock, he tliought it should be 
done. That was the unaiiiinous wish of 
the committee. 

Mr. E. Brown said tho resident engi- 
neer could not attend to the concretes a.s 
he would havo to be on hand all tho 
time. 

Mr. Wilson — He shuuld be tliero all 
day and lio shuuld hco tho C'Jiicrotes 
mi.^ed. Three or four hours a day is not 
a fair return to tho country for the 
money it ha.^ to pay £for this oflicial's 
salarj'. 

Mr. Helgesen favcu-cd the substitution 
uf granite and thought that a concrete 
mixer was necessary. 

Mr. Williams thought the city had seen 
enough of sandstone in tho |)03totiico 
front. Ho was informed that within five 
or si.^ years the dock, if built of sand- 
gtono, would have to be ronowoJ. At 
Maro Island, California, they were build- 
ing a drydock of granite. 

Mr. Abams defended tho character of 
tho Newcastle sandstone. He said that the 
sandstone of which tho postoflice was con- 
structed was from Thetis Island. 

Mr. McGillivray would protest against 
the substitution of granite if it cost more 
than sandstone. There had been too 
much money spent on tho dock already. 

Mr. Wilson '.thought tlje Island had 
seen very littlo of the money that was 
drawn from Canada, and called on the 
governnient to consult tho intiifjsts of the 
province and not that of the contractors 
in substituting granite for sandstone. 

Mr. Vernon did not think that tho en- 
gineer coidd inspect tho niixing of con 
crotc and look after tho dock .a.s well. 

Mr. Ash said that as the province found 
the cement and ho thought the concicte 
mixing might be left to him. He asked 
if the province paid tho engineer's salary. 

Jilr. ^Valkem said tho account was 
charged to Kinip|)lo & Morris and carried 
to a suspense account, and there would 
have to be a settlement with Iv. & ?v!. 
to wliethor tlioy should pay him or not. 

Mr. Ash kao'w that Jlr. jMcNaiucc was 
tho subject of a- soveru luttor that appear- 
ed in the sessional papers of Canada. Ho 
liad loft thp . provmco.-:. Tho otJio^ day 
when ho asked for thVbi'ds ho 'was 'told 
that it might have an unfavorablo ortect 
on tho interests of the province. Uo 
thought tho contract should havo boon 
let to local men at onco nnd considorina 
that Mp. MeNameo was not a rosldont of 
the province ho would oppose tho ]nM])o- 
nition to tiibatituto gnuiiii* fop Hand'^loii" 
and if thoro was my surplus after the 
dock had boon biiilt nooording to tho spec- 
ificatiousjit ought to'go.,tQwarda oponjrig up 
of the country. 



Mr. Drummond said if the government 
could 800 'l^ way. ulnar to substituting 
granite tho item for, concroto mixer niiglit 
bo struck out. Ho referred to tho 
wretched cl'.araoter of tho sandstone on 
tliL- Island.

Mr. Helgesen uuggestod that double 
tho sum should bo appropriated for the 
purpose of holding an agricultural show 
in ^'ietoria city; as nothing had been paid 
last year this coidd easily bo donn. 

Mr. Harris considered the suggestion 
of tho hon. member for Es(piimak a very 
good one, not that a provincial show 
sliould be hold at Victoria all the time, 
but in other parts of tlie province oc- 
casionall}'. 

INfr. Wilson thought that British Col- 
umbia products should be exhibited in the 
eastern pri;vinces,inj\ranitoba particularly, 
as all the frint, for instance, exhibited 
there .at tho last agricidtural show was a 
line assortment of erab apples. (Laugh- 
ter.) Tlio hon. member referred very 
humorously to tho poor show at Cow- 
ii'hnn ];i';t yeo.r i'.nd said that tliore \v:ih 
only a sucking pig on exhibition. ((.Ireat 
laughter. ) 

Mr. Smitho said the member inv Vic- 
toria bad deiilored tlio fact that tho people 
of tho outside world had such erroneous 
ideas about tho agricultural resources of 
British Columbia, and ho (Mr. Smitho) 
\vould like to know who wore rosponsiblo 
for the false ideas of our country and cli- 
mate entertained by the people o{ Eastern 
Canada and England I NVas it unt such 
men as Mr. Wilson, who never ceased in 
season or out of season to decry and be- 
little the agricultural district.i and for no 
better reason than to got otl'a sony joko 
at their oxpenso I (hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Wilson rose to explain that tho 
lion, gentleman had misunderstood liiiu. 
He believed that tho sucking jiig referred 
to was a very largo one. He hail no in- 
tention of belittling it (loud laughter). 

Mr. Smitho, resuming — Was it anj' won- 
der that statements made in parliament 
(false though they bo) as was that about 
the sucking pig at Cowiohan should mis- 
lead persons wlio had no means of eraining 
bettor information .' The hon. gentleman 
then referred to tho last year's agricultur- 
al show at j\Iaple Bay, ami huuiomusly 
represented tho crowd of \'iotoria who 
had visited it and who had shown by their 
outrageous conduct that they had no re- 
gard for distinction between nwtim and 
tniDii as a hungry ralible who liad iiiaile 
an onslaught upi'ii every edible on exhi- 
bition, and had actually fought with each 
other to obtain onions, and rolls of but- 
ter, etc. , to carry away with them. The 
society, he said, had experienced in far- 
mer years the iiilfering proclivities of 
some of tho \'icliu-ia visitors, and in self 
defence last year had imposed an entrance 
foe of 25 cents and had besides erected 
heavy wire screens to protect tho proper- 
ty on exhibition from spoliation. Out of 
about 500 visitors only about 50 or CO 
paid tho 25 cents to see the exhibition and 
tlia remaining -150 had denounced it as a 
failure because thoy wore too mean to 
pay the two bits to see it. (Hoar, hear, 
from Mr. .Mclliiioyl and Mr. Abrams.) At 
four o'clock tho doors having been thrown 
open the 450 rushed in and at onco bout 
down tho wiro scroon intended to protect 
tho exhibits and appropriated and carried 
away everi'thing they could lay hands on 
and it was tho representative of that 
crowd — one who had never been once to 
SCO for himself-- who now gets up and 
talks about suckmg pigs. (Hear, hoar.) 
It was indeed no wonder that the coun- 
try was underestimated abroad when 
audi men, ignorant thoinsolvcs of tho 
subject, should attempt to picture the ag- 
ricultural resources of tho country. Tho 
exhibition so far as quality of exhibit 
went could not bo beaten in any country 
in the world. (Hoar, hear. 

Mr. Wilson saiil ho had nothing to .say 
about the quality of farm produce at Cow- 
iciian. Everything was good of its kind, 
but there was not enough of it. (Laugh- 
ter.)

Dr. Ash .said the Bill was tho oulcomo 
of tho unfortunate state of ill-feeling be- 
tween the attornoy-genoral and tho 
judges. [Mr. \Valkom— No !] He wont 
on to ask what was tho use of having tiio 
Supreme Court judges act as Countj' 
Court judges ; for in case of dispute and 
appeal tho same judge had to docido tho 
appeal who had decided tho case in tho 
County Court / Tho proper course out^lit 
to have been to havo made County Court 
judges of legal men and then tho Supremo 
Ct)iu't judges would attend to appeals 
once or twico a year, and ho was sure it 
would give greater satisfaction to suitors. 
Tho greatest evil would result from this 
state of things and he predicted tlnit a 
stronger effort would bo made to got rid 
of the provisions of this Bill than had j 
been made to get rid of monolfthe bench 
who had n(3t had a legal training.

Tho ovidonco taken bofora tho Private 

Bills Committee on the aubjoot of tho 
Victoria City Oflicial Map i.s interesting. 
Tho petition of Mv. A. B. (iiay, agent j 
fm- Mr. James Vales, alleges that alter | 
tho map was Kgali/.uil by statute ;ind bj- : 
fore it had iieen registered lU the Regis- i 
trar-genoral'a olhoo an alteration was made [ 
on tho said map afTeeting land belonging 
to Mr. Yates. Mr. D. R. Harris, city 
surveyor, testified that B. W. Pearso made 
an addition to tho ma|) and ho (Harris) 
marked it in, said addition being an ex- 
tension uf one line and the addition of 
another so as to take in 32 feet at the 
foot of Yates known as tho "public land- 
ing. "Themap passed by the House showed 
no public landing, but a slip about ICpr IGJi 
feet wide. Another addition was made of 
a "public landing, 70 foot" at tho north 
end of James Bay bridge. Mr. B. W. 
Pearso, ono of the city survey commission- 
ers testified that the maps produced last 
session were not represented aa complete; 
there was not on the plan then produced 
a landing at the foot of Yates; a landing 
wasput on tho map before registration. Tho 
commissioners, at tho instruction of the 
Mayor and Council, ro(piired Mr. Harris 
to insert a public landing on his map. 
Mahood it Cridgo did not complete thoir 
contract ; Mr. Harris finished their work, 
svbjoot to check and verification by tho 
coinmisaionors. Mr. .L D. Pomborton, 
survey commissioner, testified that the 
public landings wore put in by instruc- 
tions frinii the Miiyor and Council ; the 
l.-inding at the foot of Yates Street was 
iii.ule 32 feet wido, from tho best evidence 
they could obtain ; was never sup- 
plied with a copy of the Act. 
Mv. Turner, tho mayor, testified that 
the survey ciuiimittee were instructed to 
attend to certain street lines and city 
bmdiiig.s that had not been marked on tho 
iiia|;; Hubscquently witness was informed 
by Councillor Smith that tho landing had 
l>ren marked; tho comniiaaionora informed 
the mayor and survey committee, before 
last session, that the surveys and plans 
wore all completed with the exception of 
plotting work. Coun. Smith said that 
ho was a niombor of tho city survey 
committee and that tho now map 
was not complete when it passed tho le- 
gislature; ho called tho attention of tho 
the conunissioners to the omission of tho 
public huKling and they said it was their 
intention to iii.-irrl it before Ihe map was 
registered, as it was an omissinii, and that 
tho official map of 18,58 had boon .altered. 
Tho oOicial rnups of 1858 and 18G1 show 
tho public landing to be 10 feet in width; 
in last year's map, now registered, it has 
been marked 32 feet. Mr. Cridgo said he ! 
and Mr. Alahood took a conti-act to mako | 
a survey of the city, and that tho landing i 
at the foot of Yates street was a littlo over | 
10 foot wide; tho official map was made 
from their field-notes and in some re- 
spects did not agree with those 
notes. Mr. A. 13. Gray testified | 
that he oppuse.l the bill last session be- 
cause no public laudint; was shown on the 
city map; ho requested Mr. Pearso to 
havo tho Yates street lanilina put on and 
ho refused, saying ho had no power; if 32 
feet had been put on .showing tho width 
to be 32 foet ho (witness) could havo 
proved by oflicial letters and maps 
the incorrectness of such v.ddth; tho 
map passed last session was cunsidored 
complete; tho preamble of tho .'\.ct 
states that "Iho map liad been com- 
pleted, and checked and verified;" was 
prepared to prove tho width of tho public 
landing to bo 10 foot, but on account of 
the landings not being m.irkedand the refus- 
al of the commissionor.i to mark any land- 
ing on the map, witness was debarred the 
opportunity of so doing; the commission- 
ers said they had no powov to cause tho 
landing to ho placed on tho map.

Siu, — We have the honor to enclose 
herewith for the information of tho Uov- 
ernmont an extract from tho balance sheet 
prepared by Mr. Dawson, showing the 
amounts owing to tho British Columbia 
creditors of Tvlcssrs. Reed Bros. , the con- 
tractors. 

On behalf nf Messrs, Reed Brnthors wo 
now witlulraw the authority given by 
thoin by Mr. Dawsou in letters dated re- 
spectively tho 4th and 5tli September, 
1879, addressed to Mr. Henry Saunders 
and Mr. Win. Selleck for tho Provincial 
Government to liipiidato tho claims of tho 
British Columbia creditor;! out of the 
moneys payable to thoin (Rood Brothers) 
ou ;icciumt of the cofl'ordam. 

If the petition of right with his Honor's 
fiat " that right bo done " endorsed there- 
on bo returned to ua within ten days from 
this date, this letter shall bo void, with 
this exception, tho auflmrity must be ac- 
cepted as referring to each creditor re- 
ferred to in tho accompanying extract 
from balance sheet, and each of such cre- 
ditors must bo [laid tho amount appearing 
by tho extnict to be owing to thom re- 
spectively, or if the amount to be paid 
by tho Government sh.ill bo insufficient 
to pay all of such creditors in full, then 
tlio amount to bo paid must Ijc distributed 
between tho creditors jnn luild and in 
proportion to tho amount so a[)po;iring to 
bo owing tci ihoni respectively. 

We still are of opinion that his Honor 
tho Lioutonant Governor has full power, | 
and under existing circumst.mces we ! 
humbly submit that ho ought to deal with 
tho matter personally, and the debates in 
tho Dominion I'arlianiont on 1st .\pril, 
1878, on petitions of riglit and the dis- 
patch of the lieiit. -governor of Alauilidja to 
tho Secretary of State for Canada, Session- 
al Papers 1877, vol. 10, No. 9, page 23.5-G, 
support our views. Howovor, it appears 
that his Honor will not act witlmut the 
advico of libs ministers. 

We venture to say that the course pur- 
sued by tho .Vttiu-noy Oonoral in ridation 
to the petiticui which has boon presented 
by our client is unprecedented in any 
part of Her Majesty's Dominions . We aro 
at a loss to understand what liis motive 
can be unless it is that ho is aware that 
ho has acted in a manner which tho tonus 
of Meisra. Reed Brothers' contract did 
not justify, and ho now objects to an in- 
vestigation.

The Judicial Rill introilncod liy the 
Attorney -General is designed to cirryoiit 
tho objects of tho Act for tho Bettor Ad- 
ministration of Justice Act, 1878, and the 
Judicial District Act, 1879. It creates 
four Judicial Districts, viz.: Clinton Ju- 
dicial District ; Cariboo ■ludiciiil District; 
Westminster (wo are glad to see tho 
superfluous "New" avoided) .(udicial 
District ; and Victimia .ludicial District. 
In the first three-named districts ono 
judge, and in tho last-named two judges 
will reside permanently — the judge of 
Clinton District, however, to have the 
option to drive his hoiiiestakes at Kain- 
loops. A court registry will bo kept in 
each district and a registrar app'dnted tti 
take charge of tho n.tme.
